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Claims 1 - 1 9, 30, and 33-35 have been canceled. Claims 20-29, 3 1 , 32, 36, and 37 are 
currently pending and are under examination. 

Priority is to the tiling date ot the instant application, June 21 , 2000. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 20-29, 31, 32, 36, and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is noted that SEQ ID NO: 7 is a nucleic acid sequence and therefore cannot describe 
the hemoglobin beta-chain protein amino acid sequence, or provide basis for amino acid 
residue at position 105 of the beta chain. Therefore, because all claims recite or depend from a 
claim reciting SEQ ID NO: 7 the claims are indefinite. 

Indeed, no amino acid sequence is provided that depicts the amino acid sequence of 
human beta chain. Applicants should submit the sequence and comply with the sequence 

rules again in response to this Office Action, being careful not to add new matter by pointing 
out where in the specification the sequence is disclosed, in a cited reference, for example. 

The closest prior art of record is the substitution of Beta Leul05Phe which is a naturally 

occurring mutation named HB South Milwaukee (Honig et al. . 1990; Am J. Hematology 34(3): 
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would not expect that the substitution of Leul05Trp would lower oxygen affinity. Additional 

reference is made to MPEP 2144.08(H)(4)(c): 

(c) Consider the Teachings of Structural Similarity. Consider any teachings of a "typical," 
"preferred," or "optimum" species or subgenus within the disclosed genus. If such a 
species or subgenus is structurally similar to that claimed, its disclosure may motivate one 
of ordinary skill in the art to choose the claimed species or subgenus from the genus, 
based on the reasonable expectation that structurally similar species usually have similar 
properties. See, e.g., Dillon, 919 F.2d at 693, 696, 16 USPQ2d at 1901, 1904. See also 
Deuel, 51 F.3d at 1558, 34 USPQ2d at 1 2 1 4( ''Structural relationships may provide the 
requisite motivation or suggestion to modify known compounds to obtain new 
compounds. For example, a prior art compound may suggest its homologs because 
homologs often have similar properties and therefore chemists of ordinary skill would

properties ") In the area of biotechnology, an exemplified species may differ 

from a claimed species by a conservative substitution ("the replacement in a protein 
of one amino acid by another, chemically similar, amino acid . . . [which] is generally 
expected to lead to either no change or only a small change in the properties of the 
protein." Dictionary of Biochemistry and Molecular Biology 97 (John Wiley & Sons, 2d 
ed.1989)). The effect of a conservative substitution on protein function depends on the 
nature of the substitution and its location in the chain. Although at some locations a 
conservative substitution may be benign, in some proteins only one amino acid is 
allowed at a given position. For example, the gain or loss of even one methyl group can 
destabilize the structure if close packing is required in the interior of domains. James 
Darnell et al., Molecular Cell Biology 51 (2d ed. 1990). The closer the physical and 
chemical similarities between the claimed species or subgenus and any exemplary 
species or subgenus disclosed in the prior art, the greater the expectation that the 
claimed subject matter will function in an equivalent manner to the genus. See, e.g., 
Dillon, 919 F.2d at 696, 16 USPQ2d at 1904 (and cases cited therein). Cf. Baird, 16 F.3d at 
382-83, 29 USPQ2d at 1552 (disclosure of dissimilar species can provide teaching away). 

The MPEP recognizes that conservative amino acid substitutions are obvious and not 

expected to impact function. The MPEP also recognizes that structural relationships provide the 

requisite mofivotion or suggestion to modify known corn pounds to obtain new compounds. 

However, Applicants have provided the unexpected result that the conservative amino acid 

substitution at Leul05Trp of hemoglobin lowers oxygen affinity, and this result was not 

predictable from the art of record. Therefore, the claimed hemoglobin mutant is novel over the 
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Claims 20-29, 31 , 32, 36, and 37 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Since allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant is encouraged to submit 
formal drawings in response to this Office Action.
